Where is She?-No Trace lias Vit Been 
Found of Her Since Her DlBaiiiicarauee. 

Paris, Fob, 7. — No truco has yot bson 
found of tho Princess Colonna, atep-daugh 
ter of Mr. -John \V, Maokay, who is suing 
her husband for divorce and judicial separa- 
tion. Tho PriDoesB, who is residing in 
Paris, was ordered by tho court to 
allow her husband to see the children ; 
but, when the Prince wont to the 
hotel at which she had boon living, she had 
disappeared. It is reported that sho has 
taken her departure for the United States, 
but both her advocate and solicitor refused 
to-duy to repudiate or. confirm this. The 
solicitor of Pcincesa Colonna will try to bring 
tho matter before the tribuaal in Paris to 
morrow.

THE KAISEH'.S SPEECH. 

How Ills itcmarks Kcgardlnic the Russian 
Coiuim-ri'iiil Trt'Hty Are Discussed 
111 tierniany. 

Beui.i.n', Feb. 7. — Tlio members of the 
Reichstag who attended tho Pcirliatncntary 
banquet given on Monday night by Ciuin- 
cellor von C;kprivi, are gradually divulging 
in tho lobby of the Reichstag the details of 
the speeches mado on that occ.ision. It is 
aaid that Emperor William fulaomely 
praised the Czir, saying : " He ia a I'rinco 
of Peace like myeelf." Continuing, 
Hia Majesty ia reported to have 
said that his relacions with -the 
C/.ar were excellent and of tho most inti- 
mate nature, yot should the Reichctag re- 
joot the coining treaty its enemies would im- 
mediately damage Germany. In conversa- 
tion with one of the Conservative members 
of the Reichstag, the l^mperor aaid that ho 
had carpfully atudied tho agricultural dis- 
treaa and anxioualy contomplatod remedies 
to relieve it. Nevertheless, ho was con- 
vinced the duty on grain of half a mark 
would be Buflicient for the protection of the 
Gorman farmer. Ten years ago, ho addjd, 
the farmers would have considered such a 
protective tari£f beyond the range of possi- 
bilities. 

The Radical newspapers express strongly 
their agprovol of the Emperor'a forcible 
words lu favor of the Russian commercial 
treaty, Eugene Richter's Freissininge 'A-A- 
tung is even inolined to impugn Herr von 
Ijsvut/.iw, president of the Reichstag, for 
developing views hardly in harmony with 
tho Emperor's. Tho Conservatives regard 
tho Emjieror'a words ua intended to cxort 
preeaure upon tho deputieaand their journala. 
Tho Reicliatug to-day diacuased a motion 
by Herren Grober and Rickert to amend 
tho election regulations with a view to 
making them more eecret. The motion 
provided that an isolated room shall bo fur- 
nialicd, in which the electora ahall write 
thuir tickets and pluoe them in thenisolvea. 
The motion wua ponerally aupported, ex- 
cept by the Imperialiats and Conservatives. 

THE KAISER. 

He jCousldfirs the lU^form Hill a Necessity- 
Ills Attitude Tuwarda Osprlvl. 

Rkhun', Feb. 7. — Horr Lovizon, presi- 
dent of the Reichstag, haa submitted to the 
Emperor the griovanoa of tho farmers 
against the financial reform bill. His 
Majesty listened attentively, and then re- 
peated that tho passage of the bill was of 
high political neoesaity. 13y passing it tho 
Ruichstac; would win tho lasting gratitude 
of tho Germans. Ho oonolnded by saying 
patL-iotism and responsibility forbade its re- 
jection. 

Lo.sDON", Fob. 6. — Tho oorroapondent of 
the Telegraph at liorlin says tho Emperor's 
outspoken support of tho policy of Caprivi, 
as indicated by his speech at tho dinner 
given by the ohancollor, ia highly signifi- 
cant as proving that he does not intend to 
alter the course hithorto followed, and that 
there is no chance of a change as a result of 
the reoonoiliation with Bismarok.

Mr. Haslam and Party Leave for the 
Reported Scene of Sunday's 
Disaster. 



Indians Said to Have Witnessed the 
Explosion— Names of Ail 
Aboard. 



The loss of tho fine towboat Estello was 
discussed iu marine circles yesterday to the 
exclusion of almost all other convereation. 
So established had been the reputation of 
tho craft for staunchness and strength that 
at first the news could aoaros be credited. 
It was unfortunately all too true, however, 
and wonder during the day gave plact to 
genuine and aincere expressions of sympathy 
for those bereaved by the disaster, and 
speculations ae to how the accident oc- 
curred. Many and widely differing were 
tho opinions advanced, but tho majority of 
those familiar with tho district incline to 
the belief that tho troacheroua " tide rip " 
which seta in between Capo Mudge and the 
mouth of Campbell river waa in aomo mya- 
terioua manner responaiblo for tho catas- 
trophe. Until further information ia avail- 
able—few additional particulars could be 
gleaned yeaterday — the story of how the 
Eatelle mot her fate must remain untold. 

Mr. Andrew Haslam, M.P., the senior 
owner, and Captain James Chrislenseu, sr., 
whoso Bon was in command of the ill-atarred 
steamer, loft on thu Brunette yeaterdty for 
tho scone of the disaster; they will thia 
morning explore all the islands in the vicin- 
ity in the forlorn hop6 of picking up some 
survivor of the wreok, and will then report 
the result of their Investigations, by wire, 
from Union, Ihe rumor was current yea- 
terday that the Indians on Yaldez Island 
were witnesses of the explosion ; this, bow- 
ever cannot be given as authentic until con- 
Srmcd by Mr, Haslam. Had the report of 
the steamer's destruction come from the In- 
diana alono it would not have received much 
credit ; but tho fact of Mr. Piercy having 
found largo fragments of the steamer, with 
a life-belt bearing her name, ia taken aa 
proof poaitivo in corroboratiou. Tho in- 
rmation to hand being correct, tho death 
II by thu loaa of tho.Eatello ia as below :

Prohibition Convention— Winnipeg Klectlon 
Pusher— Theft of Letters, 

Toronto, Feb. 7,— (Special)— A prohibi- 
tion convention waa hold here yesterday 
and to-day. A deputation, headed by Rev. 
Dr. Potts, interviewed Mr. Mowat in tho 
evening, Sir Oliver mado a reply the gist 
of which ia contained in the closing sen- 
tences aa follows: "If the docioion of the 
I'rivy Council should be that tho province 
has jurisdiction to pass a prohibitory liquor 
law, as to the sale, I will introduce 
such a bill the following session, if I am 
then head of the Government. If the de- 
cision of the Privy Connoil is that the pro- 
vince has jurisdiction to pass only a partial 
prohibitory liquor law I will introduce such 
a prohibitory bill as the decision will war- 
rant." The convention held a jubilation 
meeting afterward. 

Robert Hodglns, a letter carrier of thia 
city, haa been arreated for stealing regis- 
tered lottors. 

Charles Chamberlain, who cut such a 
prominent figure in tho bye-elcotion in Win- 
nipeg on November 22 as an election pusher 
and alleged impersonator, has been arrested 
by Detective Burrows, and will bo taken 
back to Winnipeg for trial. 



ACCESS TO THE MINES. 

To Secure It the Object of a Uolegation— 

Samples of tho Product 

Tho urgent necessity for providing means 
of communication with the rich mineral and 
timber country north of Revelstokc, was 
the subject which formed the main buaineas 
of a deputation who waited upon tho mem- 
bers of the Government yesterday. It con- 
sisted of Win, M, Brown and H. A. Brown, 
of Revelatoke, who were introduced by J. 
.M. Kellie; M. P, P, They urged tho con- 
struction of a wagon road from Revelatoke 
to Steamboat Landing, on the Columbia 
river, a distance of eight miles, pointing out 
that the river would give them access as far 
up aa MoCuUough'a creek, and that the 
work asked for would have the effect 
ot reducing the cost of getting in 
supplies from about 10 cents per 
pound, ns at present, to about half 
that amouat. They also pressed for tha 
construction of a wagon road from Lardeau 
City to Trout Lake. The Oovernmenb' 
promised consideration of the requests. 

In the course of the interview some very 
interoating fjgureH were presented, bearing: 
upon the development of the diatriota in 
question, as shown by tho revenue 
derived, and alao upon tho marvellous riches 
of tho gold orea about Big Bend, and tho 
silver and galena of tho Lardeau district.

Though the main riohea of 
this region are in silver and galona, there is 
conaiderablo gold, it being estimated that 
82,800 worth was taken from tho 
Lardoau rivor by crude prooeoaos 
by tho 20 or 25 parties working during 
189."i. Tho assays of samples from Lardciku 
mode by Mr, Holdich, from September, 
1892, down to November last, showed a

J.J. HILL'S OPINIONS. 

Businessa'lcklDg Up-The Padfle Coast Will 
Becover From the Depression With 
Comparative Ease, 

New York, Feb. G — President J. J. 
Hill, of the Great Norlhoru railroad, in an 
interview aaid: "The lumber business of 
the North Pacific has been depressed on ac- 
count of the falling off in the export trade 
by ocean to .South America, Australia and 
other places. It is beinij rapidly replaced by 
rail shipments to the K tat. The single item 
of the shipment of cedar sbinglca amounts 
to 100 carloads a day. The only question 
is the furnishing of cars. The agricultural 
business of the Palouse country has sufi'ered 
because of the heavy rains during the har- 
vest, which injured the quality of the wheat. 
The mining business is picking up. In 
Washington and Idaho the greater attention 
to gold prospecting is leading to the opening 
of now gold fields. The same thing prevails 
to even u greater extent in Montana, Mon- 
tana morohanta quite generally paying cash 
for purchases. Tho money comes largely 
from the mines. There ts a movement from 
the cities to tho now Innda west of Lako Su- 
perior. People who have boon engaged in 
industrial pursuits are leaving tho manu- 
facturing centres and taking up homes in 
the West. It is new and the resources aro 
not exhausted. 

" This section of tho country will recover 
from the hird times more quickly than the 
BBction oast of Chicago, because it has fewer 
manufaoturea. It produces things tho peo- 
ple must have for food, shelter and for pay- 
ing their woy. Agrioultural produota, lum- 
bac ancl precious ores aro produced. What 
ia aot used will be exported. The pricea 
are low-i-enough for breadatuffa. Nobody 
Bho'uld'gb" hungry on aooount of the coot of 
the neoeSittrieB.-- . In the largo manufacturing 
distriota east of Chicago people will have to 
go slow. The diaorgJwilzed coudition must 
woit for natural forces to readjuat thom. 
I look for very little railroad building 



this year. There is no largo arc? of new 
country to open up 'In faat, the country is 
well provided vrith railroads for a long time 
to come. So far aa tho Great Northern is 
ooncerned, thoro has been a falling off in 
earnings in certain loonlities, but a small 
gain is beginning to show in others, w-hioh, 
with tho general reduction of expanses, 
make net results satiafactory. I look for an 
itnportant uow development; on tho paciSo 
coast very soon, Tlie Pugot Sound oontaina 
large deposits of fine ore and good coking 
coal, which are beginning to attract atten- 
tion. It will be but a short time boforo the 
Pacific coast will be supplied with the best 
iron and steel as cheaply oa elsewhere." 

CANADA IN ENGLAND. 

The Times Directs Special Attention to tuo Do- 
minion and Paoiflo Coast f ortl- 
flcatlouB. 

London, Feb, 7.— The Times to-day pub- 
lished its third article on Canada; which is 
attracting great attention. The writer be- 
lieves the unlimited coal resources of the 
Dominion will ultimately make Canada the 
keystone of Britain's naval position, and »d- 
vnoatea the fortification of Naiuiimo, B.C., 
in addition to tlio worka ac JCa(|uimalt. Tho 
article ulao deals with tho queationa of in- 
depondonco and annexation, and holju that 
tho carrying out of either of these ideas 
would b'3 such a blow to tho Kmpire'a naval 
supremacy that Englishmon should not trout 
tho subject lightly.

.Vliiakii Itoiindarj Survey. 
Washington, Feb. 0. — The President has 
sent to the Senate a treaty negotiated with 

the repreaentativea ot the Government of 

Great Britain for extension of the time for 
making the survey of the boundary line bo 
twecn Alaaku and the Britiah poescaaionB, 
Tho original treaty providing for a joint 
commission for this work was negotiated 
and ratified during tho aunimcr of 189l2, and 
commissioners were appointed on behalf of 
tho two governments. In accordance with 
the terms of tho treaty the comniission was 
to make a survey of tho territory adjacent 
to that part ot tho bounilury line of tho 
United Statea and Canada and dividing 
Alaska from tho Nortliwest territory from 
latitude 5-1 degrees north to u point; where 
tho boundary lino enters Lho 1 Hat degree 
longitude weal. Tho purpose of tho survey 
ia to act at rest nonse (lueatious of diaputu 
going back of tho time of ownorahip of 
Alaska by Kuaaia and involving a ooLllict 
in claims made by tho two countries to land 
along the sea coast opposite the ('hannol 
ialands. Under the terijis of the treaty this 
commission was to complete tho work within 
tho period of two years, which would e^ 
pire this full. It haa boon found impracti- 
cable to accomplish this, and the present 
treaty extends the time for another year.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

I'olltleal anil Klnnnclal Disturbances In the 
Little Ilepubllcs. 

New Vouk, Feb. 0. — A epcoial to the 
World from San Salvador saya : A letter 
from President Vasquez dated Tegucigalpa 
Bays that while the position of hia troops is 
bad enough, it is not as oritioal aa has been 
represented by his enemies. A telegram 
has been received from Managua, Nicaragua, 
saying that there is a financial panio in that 
place. The Honduran rebels and Nloar- 
uguans who are infesting legttoigalpa are 
mutinous, as they have not received their 
pay for a long time. The outer line of Vas- 
qucz'a defense at Tegucigalpa has been 
forced back. The artillery firo has been 
incessant, and many of Vasquez'a works 
have been destroyed. It will be diliioult 
for him to prevent being surrounded by the 
forces opposed to him. 

A special to the World from Giuatemnla 
says: Plots of revolutionists ngainst Prrsi- 
dent Karrioa have been discovered. The 
dissatisfaction is especially strong at Ruiz- 
etonan{;o. The President threatens to de- 
clare a state of aiego in case there should bo 
the alighteat sign of a revolution. Those 
who advocate a revolution point out the fact 
that the President has not carried out any 
of the promised constitutional reforms. 

Wasiu.n<jton City, Feb. 0. — U. S. Minis- 
ter Baker has transmitted to tho State de- 
partment a decree of the government of 
Nicaragua, dated December 25, recognizing 
the Provisional Government of Policarpe 
Bouilla, president of Honduras.

The cimp lia twenty-tive 
miloa eouth of Penticton, and fifteen miles 
from the boundary line. The ledges on the 
mainland are from three to six feet in 
width and have been traced three miles. 
The ledges are in three parallel veins from 
one hundred to two hundred feet apart, 
with numerous feeders. They are situated 
on a ridge in an open, park like country 
easily acceaaible. Tho proepecliug of tho 
clain.a has been in progress for the past live 
years in a quiet way, ilio owners for a long 
time holding their property at fabulous 
figures. W. C. Van Iforne, I). Mcln- 
tyro, William Angue, Duncan Mc- 
Muster and — Hammond were a syndicate 
who liad a great deal of ready cash, and 
they purchased the Rattler, Ontario, lirown 
Bear, Wynn M. and Wido. West for about 
§100,000 cash down. The Union Iron 
\VorkB of San Francisoo constructed a ten 
stamp mill of the latest type capable of 
handling twenty tons per day. Thia 
waa placed on the ground, and 
about 1,500 tons of ore, «hioh is free milling, 
has been run through, and has averaged 
from $20 to $10 per too. A shipment of 
$3,000 in gold bars was made through the 
Baok of Montreal, Vernon, the other day. 

.The Morning Star mine is still in the pos- 
scaaion of tho original owners, who laat tall 
refuaed 840,000 for their claim. The run- 
ning of tne mill has proved that their esti- 
mate of tho value of tho claim was a good 
one, for hundreds of tors of ore from the 
Morning Star, tun tluouj;h tho syndicate's 
mill, averaged froin j:iO upwards. 

Tho ore ia ((iiarried out from tho surface 
for .")0 cents per ton. It ia carried in a 
a comparatively soft formation, and live men 
can keep the mill goini; ni^ht and day. 
There are over one hundred claims within 
the radius of a few miles. Tho syndicate 
purchased the several claims owned by them 
on the recommendation of Mr. G. Acwood, 
a well known authority in miner- 
alogy in America and Kuglund. The ore 
from the ledges waa subjected to a mill test 
before the deal waa made. 

The facilities for cheap mining are e.vcol- 
lent. There ia a fine witer power, which 
has been utilized in running the stamp mill. 
It ib estimated that there is enough ore in 
sight to furnish constant work tor 500 
atampa. Camp Fairview gives promise of 
tjeing the first gold (juariz field in Hritiah 
Columbia to send out any considerable 
quantity of bullion. Thia, of course, will 
be limited until the number of stumps is in- 
creased, but thia latter will not be done un- 
til further development has been acoom- 
pliahed through the aid of the present plant. 
Many hundreds of feet of tunneling has 
been completed and this work is still under 
way on a considerable scale.

MR. KITOHES'S SUM. 

The fip;urea of Mr. Kitchen's sam were 
pabliahed in yesterday evening's Times, 
backed up by a leading article. Wo have 
bad neither ihe time nor tho ioelination to 
examine ibo ciplierer'a Ggurea closely, but 
it can bo aecu at a glunco that they have 
been cooked ior tho ocuaniou. The naiiiea 
of Measrg. Heme, Punch and Kel- 
lie, who are now, and who have for 
some time been, avowed supporters of 
the Government aro placed on the aamo list 
aa are those of Brown, Kitchen and Cotton, 
who, thouf^h elected aa Independents, have 
been ita open and bitter opponenta. Mr, 
Kitchen has also, in order to swell 
his total, placed the name of Mr. 
Charles Wilson who, as bis card 
shows, ran his election as " an inde- 
pendent fupporte'- of tho Governinont " in 
the same column us those who came out aa 
either neutral or opposed to ita policy. Now 
this may be very clever in Mr. Kitchen, but 
it cannot be said to be altogether honest. 

What Mr. Kitchen sets oat to prove ia 
that tho statement made in a report of the 
E.vecutive Council relating to the Mainland 
petition, that " the number of votes actu- 
ally polled at the eeneral election for candi- 
dates avowtdhj mpportinrj the Govornineut 
was equal to the number of votes polled for 
both opponents and indepeodenta combined,'' 
is false. Now, when the report was drawn 
up, Meears. Horne, Punch and Kellie were 
avowedly supporting the (lovernment which 
the petitioners had condemned. It ia clear to 
every unpri judiced person that the names 
ot these gentlemen should be taken otl' the 
list of. Mr. Kitchen's friends and co-laborcra 
and placed in the ono to which tbey belong, 
that of the aupporters of the Government. 
Mr. Charles Wilson's name, too, should lie 
on that list, and as no votes were polled loi 
Mr. Keith his name should not appear on 
either list. 

Now, when these changes necessary to 
■abow' bow the Government stood relatively 
to the Opposition at the time when 
the report waa forwarded to Ottawa 
ore made, let us see how tho numbera 
::t2nd. The votea polled for tho supportora 
of the Governineut, whom Mr. Kitchen has 
listed with ita opponc^uta, are : 

W'ilson 570 

Horno «. C93 

Punch 484 

Kellie 40 

Total 1,70.5 

Take these from Mr. Kitchen's total, 
11,403, and add them to the number of 
votes which, according to Mr. Kitchen, 
were polled for tho tJovernmont, and wo 
have Government, 9,972 ; Opposition, 
9,608; which fully bears out the statement 
of the Executive Council's report. 

Hut these figures do not show anything 
like tho actual strength of the Government 
party, eitlur at tho lime of tho election or 
since. M^uy of the members who now form 
tho Opposition obtained a largo number of 
Government votes on the false pretence of 
being Independents. These members Itnew 
that they would not have the ghost of a 
chance if they ran as opponents of tho Gov- 
ernment, and consequently, in order to gain 
support, they deceitfully declared them- 
selves to be Independents. The scheme 
Buooeeded, but the aupporters of the Gov- 
ernment should profit by the experience, 
and It is not likely that they will allow 
any one to play them the eamo trick again. 

A NEGLECTED GONSTITUWNCY. 

Mr. Kitchen, who for some months past 
has been ao busy in teaehing the Govern- 
ment what they ought to do and what to 
avoid, and in finding fault with almoat 
overytbiog connected with the adroinistra- 
tioB of publio affairs, ia, we hoar, very far 
from 'giving satisf action to hia own conslitu- 
onta. They, it oppoars, think that he 
would be more in tho line of his duty if he 
devoted less of his time to snarling at tho 
Govornment;and moro of It to looking after 
tho inteMsiB/of ChiUiwaok. They say 



that they did not oloot him to be crmtinu- 
"■lly abusing the Premier and hia coUoaguea. 
What they wanted was a man who would do 
hia boat to. got tho district what it needs in 
the way of public improvementa. It, they 
assert, needs^ railway, dykes, ^ubllq roads 
and a Court House, but they do not see that 
Mr. Kitchen has done anything to got any 
of these things for them. So littlo faith 
hnvo they in hia zeal and ability that they 
have sent a delegation of sturdy yeouien to 
tho Capital to represent the wauta of tho 
district to the Government. Mr. Kitchen, 
it ia evident, has been acting the part of 
Mrs. Jellyby, who was ao buay in attending 
to tho wanta of thoeo in distant lands, say 
Cariboo, that she had no time to attend to 
the wants of her own houfiehold. Hia neg- 
lected oonatituents aoeiug their representa- 
tive Bo immersed in matters in which they 
take no interest, feel that if they don't do 
the work which he haa been elected to do, 
it will never be done, have undertaken to 
do it themaelvea, and appoarancos aro very 
deceptive if any ono of them ia not better 
({ualificd to do it than Mr. Kitchen, M. P, P.

A COMPETENT WITNESS. 

The Northwest Mining Beview, which ia 
u lively publication full of information for 
the practical miner and for others who are 
interested in mines, speaks of " Kaslo-on- 
the Lake" in the following manner :

While tlio buaineaa 
of the wliolo world iioeiiia to be at ;i ataiul- 
Btill and nearly all oilier ailver-lead mining 
campa are stricken ao badly bytlie low 
priooa of hotli llieao metala, it eoeiiia re- 
ni.irkalilc to lind a cunip whieh two yeara 
ai^o waa an iinknoun wildernesB, now aup- 
[lurtiiig a pn]iulaliou of Bomelhing like live 
thousand people from tlio productiou of sil- 
ver and lead taken from at leaat twenty 
mines, ivhicli are simply in a stage of de- 
velopment, and in no case are stopiug. We 
believe we speak the truth when wo say 
that the country has never been over- 
estimated ; that its output of wealth will 
exceed any estimate ever made in that 
din otion. 

The editor has had tho opportunity of 
seeing for hiniseli tho country which he 
deacriboa, and of wlioao proapeeta he apeaka 
80 hopefully. He, during hia lour, visited 
uU th^ mines and mining campa in tho 
neighborhood of Kasloand, like every other 
intelligent visitor, he is deeply impressed 
with the riohneaa of the country. Ho woa 
pleased to see men of almoat all nations 
living in tho district in peace and friendli- 
ness. " Tho utmost good fooling," ho says, 
"prevails." Ho bears witness to the 
efQoiency of the Provincial Government, 
but ho evidently is no admirer of the cus- 
toms regulations on either side of the lire. 
They are not cnloulated to facilitato busi- 
ness or to promote Eettlement. It is to be 
hoped that there will aoon bo, in t'anada 
and the United States, a change for tho bet 
ter both in tariffs and in ouatoma regulations 



TEA AND COFFEE. 

Tho San Francisco Chronicle makes some 
sensible remarks on what a German soien' 
tist, ao'called, says about the wholesome 

ne.13 of tea and coiree. Tho philosopher 
made c.\-perinients on tho effects of tea and 
colloe on some food subatancea \vliich were 
e.xpoaed to the action of gaatric jiiico which 
ho had manufactured. How nearly it re- 
acmbled the gastric juice produced in tho 
laboratory of nature, and whether his ex- 
periments were tried under oonditiona any 
thing like thota undi-r which the natural 
proceaa of digestion is carried on, he doea 
not say. Wo are not, wo inuat say, in 
clincd to place much reliance upon the 
results of experiments made with imitation 
(gastric juico in an artificial stomach. Wc 
certainly would not think of preferring them 
to the experience of men and women who 
have noted the workings of tho genuine 
articles through a series of yeara. We 
agree with tho Chronicle when it says: 

Thia age makes altogether too much fuss 
and disturbance about its digestion, any- 
way. Dyspepsia has been installed as the 
Moloch, the Baal, the Juggernaut, on 
whose altars we offer ourselves or before 
whose car we cast ourselves as a livtcg, 
willing sacrifice. It has become really 
fashionable to have dyspepsia, it seeming 
to be regarded aa the hall mark of gen- 
tility and good breeding. Oilr anoestora, 
who ate great slabs of half-cocked meat, 
washed down with fiery wine or strong 
October ale, never dreamed of dyspepsia. 
Fancy Sir John Falataff with dyspepsia. 
Ho had a noble appetite and a perpetual 
thirst, but wo never heard of hia com- 
plaining of dyspcpaia. Really scientists 
like .Schuiz Schulzeustein should bo su])- 
preaaed us enemies of tho human family, for 
if allowed to go on they will have ua in a 
short time ao that we shall bo afraid to 
eat or drink anything except by virtue 
and under tho authority of a doctor'a pre- 
scription. 

There ia no doubt that drinking too much 
strong tea, particularly when it hua lieen 
spoiled in the preparation, aa moat of it ia, 
is injurious. And the same may bo said of 
coffee. But those who positively declare 
that tea and coffee when taken in modera- 
tion spoil the digestion, aay what ia directly 
opposite to the experience of millions upon 
millions of men and women of many nations. 
That tea does not agree with some people 
and that there are persona who cannot 
drink coffee, strong or woak, without being 
disagreeably afTocted, is quite true. But 
the same may be aaid of certain artiolea of 
diet that are univeraally regarded aa whole- 
some and pleaaant. Wo hove known moro 
than ono person to whom strawberries were 
really a poison. Some persons cannot drink 
milk without fooling ill, others find that 
they must be very careful how and when 
they eat plain bread and butter. Id thia 
matter of food and drink nature appears to 
1)0 moat oaprlciouH, so much so that tho aay 
ing, "What ia ono man's moat is another 
man's poison," ia ovorywhoro allowed to bo 
perfectly true. Tho trouble with tho fud- 
dista and the cranks is that thoy will not 
allow for the diversity of nature. They 
would impose their own narrow and fooHah

tion to a winter carnival could poasibly have 
been arranged." It must give English pea- 
pie a nice idea of Canada to read that Lord 
and Lady Aberdeen travelled from Ottawa 
to (Quebec in an iceberg on wheels to aee a 
palace of ico, and to participate in winter 
sports, euoh as tobogganing, skating, snow- 
shoeing, sleigh-driving, with tho addition 
that to keep themaolves from freezing they 
wore blanket suits and were, besidea, en- 
veloped in furs. Then there will be pictures 
of the ice-tncrnsted train and ihoir I'.xcel- 
lencita and their children in winter raiment 
riding in aloigbs covered with boar skins and 
bull'alo robes. All this may bo very nice 
indeed, and ijuite true to nature, but the 
narrative, with its illustrations, will help to 
continue and strengthen the belief that the 
climate of Canada is ono of arctic rigor, and 
that ita iiiliabitiaita, rich aa well as poor, 
have lo rt siirt to all kinds of expedients lo 
keep tliemaelvea from freezing to death. 

The winter carnival in Canada appears to 
have been epecially devised to do the great - 
eat poaaiblo Injury to tho country. It is an 
object lesson wliieh not only doea not in- 
struct but which iiiieni-iliea and per- 
poluatea niiatakea and deepeiia false i:n- 
preasiona. What ia tho roaaon that we hear 
nothing and see no illustrations of Canada's 
delitihtful spring, its hdt summer and ita 
pleaaant autumn! These aro nearly wholly 
neglected by the writers and tho picture 
makers, but we read and see enough and a 
great deal moro than enough, about Canada's 
piercingly cold, and to tho great majority 
of ita inhabitants, inexpressibly dreary 
winter. 

The winter carnival ia a /ery effective 
mode of advertising thia country's winter 
and of libelling its climate. It is to be 

wished that the one going on now in Quebec 
will bo the last of the winter carnivals. Wo 
do not wiah ita projectors evil, but wo would 
not grieve in the least if we hear that they 
have lost ao much money by .this one that 
tiiey wtU never think of getting up another.

There was not tho least difficulty in locating 
the particular portion of tho public market 
building devoted to it, for tho mingled mu- 
sic from the throats of beasts and birds 
created a din that saluted tho ears of vis- 
itors afar off. It waa a lively eoeno. Around 
the whole space of the gallery wore ranged 
big dogs and little dogs, some of them lying 
rolled up comfortably, surveying thoir aur- 
roHiidings quietly and philcaophically, while 
others tugged away ut their chains 
and howled their loudest protcst.s, while 
vainly struggling to get loose. Tiiey mado 
a very interciting study, and during tho 
judging the ring act apart for the judgea to 
view tne differeuc candidates for the coveted 
blue, ri.d or white ribbon waa a centre of 
attraclioii for many of the spectators. 
There were all sorts and sizes of dogs, from 
the hiu Si..

Bernards and Newfoundlands had a some- 
what light taek, the eutriea being few. 'I'ho 
first prize went to a splendid St. Bernard 
owned by Mrs. Bourchier. In texture of 
coat, size and bono ho showed his superior- 
ity hut Mr. Sherhorn'd "Boaco" the second 
prize dog had the best skull. Tho puppies 
in this olats were'poor and the same mi>;ht 
be eaid of tho only Newfoundland dog 
shown. Ho had a good head, but tho coat 
was poor and tt second prizi waa all the 
judge felt justified in awarding. 

Tiiat veteran judge of doga Mr. J. Chalmera 
of Salt Spring island, vvlioae departments 
are fox terriers and colliea, had his work cut 
out for him in the latter class and had to 
loavo tho terriers over till to day. In 
collies there was both quantity and quality, 
tho beautiful intelligent animals having 
plenty of admirers. Mr. Chalmera, who haa 
several times before been a jut'go at Vic- 
toria shows, waa high in his praiae of the 
collies. In dogs, G. R. W. Stewart's 
"Maiker,' a beautiful fellow with fine 
shape, good coat and . splendid head and 
osra, walked out of the judges' stall with 
the blue ribbon in hia collar. A nice 
medium-aizsd black and tan belonging to 
Dr. Richardson was second, and the third 
prize wont to a pretty sable.

. The Court Decitlcs tliat the Vessel Was 
IllPffally Witliin the For- 
biddeu Zone. 



Exhanstive Review of the Case— An 
Appeal to Be Iniinediately 

Taken. 

A judgment condemning the sealing 
eohooner Minnie and hor entire outfit to 
forfeiture was given fay Mr. Justice Crease 
yeaterday iu his oapaoity as District Jud(;o 
in Admiralty for the Exchequer Court of 
Canada. This was the second action tried 
here for violation of the Anglo-Rusaian 
agreement, the first bein^ that against the 
Ainoics, which wai reoentlydiaiDiBied. It 
is understood that an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada ngainst the decision given 
yesterduy will bo immediately entered. 
Hia Lordship in his judgment proceeds ; 

" Thia was an nction for condemnation 
under the Imperial British 'Seal Fishery 
(North Paoifio) Act, 1893,' and the Order 
in Council thereunder, of July 4, 1S93, of 
the schooner Minnie (Victor Jocobnon, 
owner, and Julius Mohrhouso, master), 
seized by the Imperial Russian transporc 
V^akout within the forbidden ;iO mile zone 
around Korniandoraki iaIaiulH, manned and 
armed, and having shooting implements and 
Bealskins on board, and othorwiso fully 
equipped for hunting, or attempting to huuc 
or take aeala within (he prohibited waters 
aforesaid, in eontravention of the above 
mentioned enaotments. The seizure took 
place io latitude -54' 21 north, and longitude 
169° 38 east, about 22 miles from the south- 
eirn extremity of Copper island. The state- 
ment of claim sets forth the above facts, 
and obardes that Vi«feor JcOO'^bod and Julius 
Mohrhouse had due notice not to enter the 
prohibited waters of the North Paoifio nor to 
proceed within « zone of thirty miles round 
the Kormandorski islands; that Copper 
island is one of the Kormandorski islands, 
and that at the time of the seizuro the Min- 
nie was fully manned and tquipped for the 
purpose of hunticg, killing und taking seals, 
and had on boara thereof shooting iniplo- 
ments and sealskins j that after tho seizure 
and examination if tho said ship and her 
papers by the oliioiai commisaion of tlio 
said Yakout, it was decided to seize the 
said papers, and tho said Julius Molirhousa 
was directed to proceed with the Miiiuio to 
appear buforo Her Majesty's consul at Vo- 
koii&ina, and a provisional cortilicato was 
given to the said Julius Mohrhouse; but 
that he did not proceed to tho port of Vo- 
kohami and report; to H. li. M. 's consul 
there, but sailed for the port of Victoria, 
where ho arrived on the '_'4(,n August, IHd'.i. 
Whereon Captain Hunhes-Halleit, K. N., 
captain of H. M.S. Gamut, ulaimod lier con- 
demnation and thai; of her c(juipnieut and 
everything on board for such contravention 
as laid of the said seal fishery act and oi der 
in oounoil. 

" In the statement of defence, the de- 
fendant denies that the ship was seized in 
lat. 54 21 K., and lung. 109 38, as claimed, 
or at any other point witbm the prohibited 
zone; that eitner he, or the captain, 
Mohrhouse, had any nocioe whatever not to 
eater the prohibited waters of the North 
Pacific ocean, or to proceed within the pro- 
hibited :iO-mile zone ; also while admiiiiog 
(par. 8) that the Minnie at the time of the 
seizure was fully manned and equipped for 
the purposes mentioned in tho statement of 
claim, tliai; she had but one teaUkin on 
board when seized. Ho also denied that 
the mister of tho Minnie was directed to 
proceed with her to Yokohama, by the cap- 
tain of the Yakout, bat said that that cfiiodr 
merely ' proposed to him that he should 
leave tlie said waters and proceed to Yoko- 
hama.' Iri the alternative, defendant 
alleges, that if it be proved that the Minnie 
was within the .'!() mile z mo when seized 
(which he denieh), the schooner was not 
used or employed or intended to be 
used or employed therein, in killing, 
hunting, or attempting to kill, hunt or take 
seals therein, in contravention of the said 
aeal fishery act, 1S93, or otherwise, liutthat 
the position of the ship when seized was due 
wholly to stress of weather. Upon which 
issue was joined, and the trial took place 
before me on the 20th and 22nd of January, 

xm. 

"The Hon. Mr. I'ooley, Q.e., for the 
crowil, t'l^'i brought fyrwara; the vvitlence 
for tho plaintiff. J. ho translation into Kog- 
lish of the Russian protocol, sent by thu 
captain of the Y'akouc under the act for 
the puifC'Ses of tho trial, was proved by Mr. 
Cliye Phillippj Wollcy,™ B'?u''lem,a„ucrciuuu 
io have passed in the Ruidiau language by 
the Oireotor-Genetal of Military Eduoation, 
In the ooUege from the civil service eom- 
tnisaioners, in the military education divi^ 
Sion. . . . Mr. Belyea objeoted on 
behalf of the ship to the admission of 
the protocol as evidence on tho ground: — 
That it does not purpjrt to be signed by the 
proper cliicer ; that there is nothing in it 
to show it has been signed by the captain of 
tho Y'akout — nothing in the document itself 
to show who tho captain of the Vakout is, 
and therefore the signature of the captain is 
no proper evidence that it is signed by the 
captain of that particular vessel, the Yak- 
out. True (he argued) tho inference may be 
that it is, but tho fact is not proved, and 
the act being highly penal, must bo con- 
strued strictly. Tho learned counsel 
moved for a nou-auit on these grounds . . . 
I noted and overruled the objection, and re- 
fused to order a non-suit on the following 
grounds ; Tho power- of seizing, etc., 
under aub-aec. B of sec. 1 of the liritish 
'Seal Fishery (North Pacific) Act ISn;!,' 
and sec. 2, of tho order-in council of 1S93, 
which says : ' Tho captain or any oflicer 
in command of any warship may board, 
search and seize,' etc., and ' a statement pur- 
porting to be signed by such officer,' 
BB to the ciroumstances, etc., 'shall 
be admissible,' etc., . .' . The copy 
of the register of the ship was proved 
by Mr. Alexander U. Milne, the ooUeotor of 
oustoms at Victoria (the original was sub- 
sequently produced in court) %vho has been 
both judicious and ao:ive in carrying out his 
portion of tho duty in sealing cases. . . , 

" The chief dependence of the master of 
tho Minnio in tho defence, which was 
admirably conducted in every respect by his 
counsel, Mr. Belyea, was on his ship's log, 
hereinafter called tho log, to distinguith 
it from tho official log, which contained 
no entry beyond his appointment at Sand 
Point, on the 27th June, 189,'!, as master, in 
tho place of Victor Jacobaon, tho owner, 
who had been previously acting as master, 
and tho Russian-English memo, of ilio 
ship's papers detained, and tho seizure by 
tho Rusai ns. A liltio examination into 
tho mode of making up this log, 
shows that very little dependence 
can bo placed upon it. . . 
On tho 15th July aha was in lat. 53. 20 N, 
according to thia log, and lone. 16S 15 E ; 
Sunday, tho 16th, in lat. 53 30 N., long. 
168 33 E ; Monday tho 17th, in lat. 53 40 
N., loDff. ^68 45 The seizure was on the 
eveDtoEof iBe nth at 9 o'oloolt. The posi- 
tioD oi the Minnie waa not oaatlced in the 



log by the captain ou Tuesday at noon, but I 
she was supposed by him to be in the same | 
position ttu the day before, us he thought 
she had nob made any headway. In the 
evening of Tuesdiky at g p.n)., he' P'lt her 
position at 53 49 N.: and lopg. 108.41 E. 
On reference to che ohart in use on the ship, 
which consisted of three . P»rts, Cuptaiu 
Mohrhouso says: 'I marked the position 
t-uch day with u dot; moat are marked, some 
are rubbed out. (And some marks rubbed 
I'Ui, I would add,"preoeut tho appearance o! 
being entirely now, and being in a different 
placj from some ol the dots rubbed out, do- 
atroya its authority as a guide to 
positions niarUbd on the obart ut 
tho time.) The seizure was at 9 p.m., 
he says, on Monday the 17th. He was 
detained until 1 o'clock a.m. on Tuesday 
and then set free. The weather during all 
that time that I have been speaking of, viz : 
from 11th July to tho seizure, had been 
cloudy, overcast and foggy, with ocoaaionul 
strong winds from S. and \V., so that no ob- 
servation could bo taken, and no land had 
been seen since sighliog Aggattu island, 
and taking her departure thence. Little, 
indeed no a lowance was recorded in the ci.l- 
culation in this log, whatever tho deduction 
ha may have made in sailing, for the current 
known to tho captain by two years previous 
experience, which there in strong S. \V. 
winds goes very strongly to tho northeast, 
v/ith proportionate dnlting in that direction 
— an element in fixing tho Minnie's position 
which deserves a special notice. Moreover, 
Captain Mohrhouse, who claims that ho 
used nautical (or sou) time in compiling his 
log, diverges all through tho log occasionally 
into civil time. 

"The inference is irresistible, that no 
reliance is to bo placed o/i Captain Mohr- 
houso's account that when seized ho waa 
without tho :iO-mile zone, nor does Captain 
Anderson's clear and manly account of the 
mode in which he found himself in his 
schooner the Viva a few miles within tho 
zone, and tho speed with which he got out 
( f it, and their sighting each other and sub- 
Bcqueut meeting, in the least strengthen 
Captain Mohrhouse's contention that he 
was outside when seized. And the infer- 
ence is reasonable though not certain, as he 
lowered his jib, that when he (Captain Ander 
auL.j saw the Russian steamer, ibey also saw 
him, and i^ they did, considered him out- 
side the zone, and so not seizible. Tho 
protocol distinctly states the Minnie was 
22 miles within tho zone, in the latilud 
and longitude I have set out, Tlie Y'akout 
was only three hours out of port, and being 
worked by steam, woe independent of 
wind and tidy, and its ollicers, presumably, 
intimately accjuainted with the current 
there, and the inference is that thoy could 
not be mistaken in their poaition, and th 
huaty niciiioranduin of S o'clock given by 
tho Russian captain to Mohrhouse, on a tiny 
fclip of paper, was, I think, clearly a mistake 
for i) o'clock, and I therefore find that be 
yond a doubt the .Minnie was taken at that 
particular spot, miles south of Copper 
island, within the zono. And what was she 
doing there? I'aplain Jacobsoti, the 
owner, whose evidence wua delivered iu 
eminently untruthful manner, which, 1 
think, must have surprised the learned 
counsel who so steadily and earnestly ad- 
vanced every possible argument for the do- 
fence — as it certainly did the court — knew 
perfectly well of the 30-mile zone, and, even 
though very roughly, pencilled out a zono 
i>f bis own on the ship's chart, though not a 
30-mile zone, aa a 30 mile zone. Moreover, 
he had been on board the Triumph, tho well 
known master of which. Captain Clarence 
Cox, had been furnished by Captain Hughes 
Hallett with one or more copies of Mr. Wil- 
liam Smith's and his own public warning to 
sealers for distribution, and had engai^ed to 
communicate the warning to alt the sealers 
he encqiintered, and presumably must have 
done so to him, and, as it is a matter of 
common knowledge and has been before this 
court, that in several known caaes and on 
several occiaions during ISO,'!, he had hon 
orably discharged his obligation, and on 
several occaeiona, it is in tlie highest d 
gree unlikely that l.e would have omitted 
either Ca])' ain Jacobeon or Captain Mohr 
house when either came aboar<l hia ship 
from this friendly service. 

" Moreover, Captain Mohrhouse, in hia 
evidence, confessej to knowing the danger 
of sealing within the 30 mile zone until ho 
could get an observation, a practical admis- 
sioo which speaks for itself. Yot on the 
very day of seizure, be puts down all his 
boats, each with two expert persona in it, 
for Indian women are as good, if not better, 
canoeists than the men, under the pretence 
of washing decJcs, which, to his shamo be it 
said, he svowed as a reason, bad been dirty 
for some three weeks ; and we have only his 
wor'l for it that they did not tnke guns 
with then), and not i single witness of tho 
2',i or 2t who were there, was brought for- 
ward to corroborate him, r» aworn that 
MohthoUid WftS plcKfi'i.Vutby the ownertorc- 
deem his prtjviblls ill-luck in sealing. Captain 
Jacobaoh Well knowiog that he (Captain 
Mobrhouat) had already brought other seal- 
ers into trouble in u similar manner. 

" It is well known, and is so atated in the 
negotiations which preceded the passage of 
tho act, that recent eveutsin liehring aea bad 
sent a cloud of fieet and daring schooners, 
some of them making oven 11 
and 12 knots an hour, admirably manned 
anil commanded, hovering like hawks, and 
covered with a cloud of canv.is, all arounti 
'.be .'iO-milo zone about the Ivorriiandorski 
islands. And it waa necessary to guard 
against ony of them to whom the risk itsolt 
would be an attraction, slipping in.side the 
.'iO miles of feeding groucil set aside for the 
seals which might chance to frecjuent the 
Kormandorski islands, and running the risk 
of capture, in order to secure a rich but for- 
bidden harvest of sealskins. The statement 
of claim alleges thai, in thia instance, tho 
.Minnie, at tho time anil place of seizure, 
was fully manned and equipped, for the pur- 
pose of hunting, killing and taking seals, 
and it has been proved that after duo notice 
she was found so manned and equipped for 
that purpose within the 30-mile zone. And 
sec. 6 of the seal fishery act of 1893, above 
cited, enacts that ' if during the period ' 
( that is between the 4tb July, 1893, and 
3l8t Dec, 1893; here it was the 17ih July, 
1893) ' and within the sea specified by tho 
order-in-oounoii, viz: the 30-milo zone, a 
British ship is found, having on board 
thereof fishing or shooting implements or 
sealskins, or 1 o lies of seal, it shall lie on fie 
master or owner of such ship to show that 
tho ahip was not used or employed in con- 
travention of this net,' and that has cer- 
tainly not been shown to me aa a jury by 
the evidence adduced by the defence. If 
Captain Mohrhouse hud been sincere in his 
desire to keep outside of tho forbidden 
waters, his vessel's head would have been 
put the other way, away from and not 
towards tho island, until ho had ascertained 
his position by observation. If such llimsy 
excuaea as his, supported by such equivocal 
testimony, were to be allowed to prevail, 
sealora would only have in that foggy cli- 
mate, especially so on the S. W. side of 
Copper island, to allege stress of weather to 
make tho act framed to repel their intrusion 
within the zone a dead letter, and thus ren- 
der nugatory an honorable understanding 
between England and a friendly nation, 
wboie officers, to far as we have 
seen, in carrying out the provision of this 
particular act (and I am gnided 'solely in my 
oonsideratiou and decision by this bo^) have 



treated British subjects with every courteey 
and consideration. 

"Aa a jury, I find that tho presumption 
which the portion of the act 1 have cited 
raises, of the liability of the defendant, haa 
not been displaced. The Icasou which this 
law teaches has yet to be learned, and the 
presen', is a chsq wherein, from the total 
absence of bona Jidea in the' defend- 
ant from . first to last, it has ' be- 
come the duty of the onurt to enforce the 
proviaioos of the law I do not take into 
consideration, in f<>rmipg the present judg- 
ment, the questiou of what may be consider- 
ed the disobedience ef what 1 consider the 
ord>'r or dtreotiou ot the captain af the 
Yakout, that the master of the Minnie 
s'loulii report himself to H. B M'a consul at 
V'okohumi, where chero is a good and com- 
petent court'r.o dojkl with the case, as no 
penally therefor is sought to be enfotced. 

" I pronounce, therefore, in favor of the 
crown, and decree the condemnation of the 
ship Minnie and her equipment and every- 
thing on board of hor, or tho proceeds there- 
of, ou tho ground that tho said ship was at 
tho lime of the seizure thereof within the 
prohibited waters of Rehring sea or North 
Pacific ocean, that ia to say, within a zone 
of thirty marine miles around the Ivor- 
mandoreki islands, ua defined by ordor-in- 
council dated tho 4th day of July, 1893, 
made by Her Majesty the (^ueen in pursu- 
ance ol ' The Seal Fishery (North Pacific) 
Act, 1893,' — fully manned and equipped 
for killing, taking and hunting seals, and 
had on board shooting implements and one 
sealskin, and that tho eaid ship was used 
and employed iu taking, killing or hunting, 
or atterrqjling to kill or take seals within 
tho prohibited waters aforesaid, Tho pro- 
portion in which the proceeds are to bo dis- 
tributed, I reserve for further consideration. 
No costs on either side." 



STOCKS IN NEW YOEK. 

An Attack on Western Union Results In ii 
General Uecllue lu Valnes. 

Niiw Y'ouK, Feb. 7. — Slightly higher 
pricea reported from London and a dijpoai- 
tion on tho part of tho light waisted 
"bears" to take in their contracts brought 
about an advance oi ^ to 1 [ per cent, in 
prices at the local stock exchange early in 
tho day. General Electric led the rise on 
favorablo rumors evidently put out for the 
purpoao of farcing tho aborts to cover. 
Sugar, Uisiillers, and Chicago were also 
firm at thia time. In tho cuso of American 
sugar a small premium was exacted iu the 
loau department; but this soon disappeared, 
owing to tho ullering i.f a block of the stock 
by a broker identified with the supposed 
large hohiers ol tho stock. The railway lists 
subaiquently sold oil' fractionally, owing to 
continued depression in tho wheat market. 
Tho (iranaers Big Four it Missouri I'-icific 
sold down \ to per cent ; but, later on, 
when the iudustrials rose itie whole liat im- 
proved. A sudden demand set iu for the 
industrials about 2 o'clock. Sugar rising to 
8?, Distillorato.'iO; Cotton Oil to 28^, Load to 
•ii) and Rubber to 29. The rise brought out 
fairly largo olferinga and buying orders 
were soon "lupplied. Tho market then be- 
came quiet until just previous to tho close 
when an attack was made on Western 
Union, forcing the stock down to 
82^ ngainst 84.J early in the day 
This resulted in a general decline 
and the lowest figures of the day were 
reached in a number of cases. The market 
closed weak. The late attack on Western 
Union was ascribed to the departure of a 
prominent operator for the South. As be 
has been credited, whether correctly or not, 
with having sustained thia and other stocks 
on the market recently, the room traders 
jumped to tho conclusion that the "bull" 
campaign was over for tho time being. The 
old story about selling the treasury stock 
was again revived to nsjist tho down- 
ward movement. The total trans- 
actions for the day were 141,'2i;3 shares. 
The general list shows lo.sses oi i to 1 1, per 
cent. The industrials, however, gdued l

Louis Stevenson's novels, "Tho Dynami-

MH.S. i;oiii:iiT i.ofis STi;vKNso.v, 
ratorwith tlu! wonderful .Scotch roman- 
cer. It is that of his wife, the mother of 
Lloyd Osborne, who has also joined his 
name witli !Mr. Stevenson's in snme nf his 
latest productions. The signat ore "Fanny 
doG. Stoveiison" has been frequently met 
under stories and sketches in various 
American and English magazines, but 
only tin initiated knew that, it belonged 
to one of the great Stevenson firm. 

Mrs. Stevenson was a i\Iiss Van do 
(;4rit l, a California girl of Dutch parent- 
age, who in youth was as brown and 
wild as a gypsy. While very young she 
married Sanmel Osborne, a protege of 
Leland Stanford. Two children were 
born to the Osbornes, and after they 
grew up i\Irs. (.tsbnrne wi-nt to Knro]iu 
to place them at school. She was a wo- 
man of culture, an artist, and in Parin 
met the bndding Scot(di novelist, then 
in his twenties, with fani',' to make. A 
divorce wi-Oi many rom.antic episodes 
followed, and !Mrs. (.)sboriie, son .and 
daughter were transferred to the Steven- 
son houseliold. 

When Mrs. Osborne met tlie romancer, 
he w.as a confirmed biihemiaii and, in 
fact, lived in a community of artists and 
litterateurs near l-'aris. Mrs. Stevenson 
has made a domestic man of him, for 
slie is a practical and sensible wife as 
well as literary genius. A \vriter in a re- 
cent Australian periodical gossips about 
her personal appearance and occupation 
as follows: 

"Sho is the most charming of women. 
There are beauty and character in that 
dark complexioned face, with tho big 
soft eyes wdiich can be so stern. With a 
fanciful imagination and a mind rich 
in observation, she is a bluestocking who 
disowns bluestockingdom. She prefers 
her Samoim flower garden to the patlis 
of literature and professes to write only 
when she wants money to spend fool- 
ishly." 

Stevenson's father and mother were 
strict orthodox Scotch Presbyterians 
and naturally felt scandalized over Rob- 
ert's vagabond tendencies and especially 
his marriage with a Californian who had 
divorced her husband on other than 
Scriptural grounds. 

But the clever woman was able to dis- 
arm their '^rejudice^, and ^ir Uis'death 
Father Stevenson loft the bnlk^pf. his 
wealth to tho novelist, arid the elder 
Mrs. Stevenson is a happy and contented 
member of his homo circle.

Military Drill na ii ^li'iiiis (if l'liy«Ic«l C'ul- 
tur*) I'or CJIrU. 

Those who have witncs.sed any of the 
spectacular dramas at present on the 
American stage will remember with 
pleasure the so called amazon drill, in 
which young women in rainbow lined 
costumes go through a series of difficult 
andbeautiCnl military ev(jlutions. Wh.at- 
ever else the drama had to offer, tlie ap- 
plause was always loudest and longest 
liver the marvelous amazon driU, It 
was like a scene from fairyland. The 
graco of the young W(.men, their lithe, 
lierfectly traini'd mu.scle'S iind tho pre- 
cision wilh which they executed tho 
most complicated movements forced a 
note of admiration from every one with 
an eye to artistic beauty. In a letter to 
the editor of The Century e.x-President 
Harrison warmly advocates the intro- 
duction of tho inililary drill into all 
boy.s' schools, public and private, on the 
ground that it is the best system of i)hyB- 
ieal culture extant. Being a good wom- 
an's rights man, ex-Pre.?ident Harrison 
would, I inn sure, have recommended it 
aLso for girls' scdiools on precisely the 
saiuo ground if he had thought of it. 
1 le inclines to the belief that, so far from 
making the youths quarrelsome and fos- 
tering a fighting spirit among them, it 
even increases tlie feelingof comradeship 
and I'lpiality among them. He says it 
will make tlu> boys graceful, erect and 
free in their carriage, "releasing them 
from awkwaril clumsiness and remedy 
ing natural physical defects. Now, what 
the military drill will do for hoys it will 
also in jirecisedy the same measure do for 
irirls. The young woineii in tlie Amazo- 
nian battalion ill tho theater are notice- 
able out of the theater, on the street and 
elsewhere, for their graceful movements 
and erect carriage. They are (irdiiiary 
girls jiickeil up anywliere and remodeled 
into artistic sliape and nmlii.n. What 
the drilliiia^ter has dmie for them liecan 
do for any and all other girls. The' mili- 
tary drill is liighly conducive to physical 
health and strength toq. The .soldiers of 
our regular army in time of peace are 
amongthi^liealthiest pi rsmis in the world. 
Let us have the milii.iry drill in girls' 
schools and evc-ry wheri^ else among girls. 

Bloomfield, J., is the first tuwii b. 
organize a girls' military company. 'J'he 
young women are training with enthu- 
siasm, and the good effect on their walk 
and movements is already to be see 
The young men of Bloomfield have al 
a caiiet compauy, and when the training 
proceeds sulliciently far the girls and 
boys are to have a public competitive 
drill. I but on the girls. 

Miss Louise Imogen ( luiney. lately ap- 
pointed to a presidenthd postmastership 
at Aubnmdale, Mass., has discovi-reil a 
great, deep seated truth. It is that post- 
masti'iing pays better than jioetry mak- 
ing.

Every one of tho in- 
structors is an individual practically nnd 
actually engaged in making the designs 
he teaches the young women students to 
make. Tho enthusiasm of the women 
and the real progress made by tbem are 
full of promise for American decorative 
art in the future. It is not less so for 
the fuluri! of the wnineii students them- 
selves, for t lius the breail winning occit- 
pations of onrsex will bo enlarged. Many 
of tho students have already found re- 
munerative eiiiplnyniellt.

BrKIsh OlUcors of tifb Khedive Objects of Her 
Mii.jiiBty's Favor, 

Lo.vDON, Feb. 7. — General F. W. Kitohe- 
oer, sirdar of the Egyptian army, has been 
knlBlited with iha Oriuid Cross of St. 
Michael und St. George. Jnatioe Soott, 
judicial adviser to the Khedive, has reeeived 
the same honor. General Kitchener was 
ofTended so deeply by tho Khedive's recout 
strictures upon tho discipline of tho Egypt- 
ian army, that bo resigned his ofiice. Ho 
was induced by tlio Khedive, however, to 
reconsider this action. 



London, Feb. 7. — The Daily News s-iys 
that tho principal subject to be discussed at 
the mooting of tho National Liberal faction in 
Portsmouth next week, is the House of 
Lords.

It is to bo 
hoped that during the coming year all mem- 
bers will use their utmost endeavors to in- 
duce their friends to join tho Assooiatiou 
and so Insure tho success of the club. 

" Turning to the events of tho pust year, 
we must begin with tho dance hold in April 
last wliich, owing to tho exertions of the 
committee, was a decided aueoeaa ; in, 
fact it was acknowledged, by everybody 
who attended, to bo tho best dance of the 
season. And not only that, but we also 
netted considerable profit on tho undertak- 
ing, which proved of great assistance to ua 
financially, 

" At the beginning of tho season of I89.'S 
it was found that owing to tho increased 
membership the arcommodatiou in our boat 
hnu'R waa not aufBoient to supply the wants 
of members who have private boats. We 
therefore had the boat house enlarged and 
new logs put underneath, and although the 
outlay was considerable we think wo may 
now say that we have tho inoat commodious 
boat house in the province, and it ia fixed in 
such a manner that it can bo still further 
enlarged at very little expense, and we are 
able to give accommudation to a largo num- 
ber of private boats and oanoea, and that tho 
b;mefit fully justitiea the expenditure. 

"On tlie 'Jlth May tho annual regatta in 
honor of Her Majesty's birthday was held 
over the Gorge course as usual. Our club 
had tho control of this regatta and we shall 
always apply for the same privilege, as it is 
universally conceded to bo in the best in- 
terests of amateur sport that wo should do 
so. It ia a matter for regret that the Jvlain- 
land clubs did not send any crews down to 
compete with our champion four; possibly 
they were afraid, as we offered them every 
indueement in onr.power, and it was ouiy 
at the laat moment that they wrote saying 
they were unable to bring oretvs down. 
However the club »<lded most materially to 
the e"j'jynieiit and success of the regatta 
by sending crews to compote in all the 
amateur eventa. \Va may add that our I 
Mr. Scott virtually won tho omntcur scull- 
ing championship of tho Province although 
he was second in tho race, Ic is generally 
considered that Mr. Johnson, the winner, 
is a professional and should not have been 
allowed to start. Mr. K. MallandAine, jr., 
won tho junior single oculla. It is not out 
of place to mention that our cveuing decora- 
tions were ."ery creditable and highly ad- 
mired. Mr. Scott also won honors for tho 
club at Nanaimo, by winning tho Sloan & 
S-iott cup against ail tlie b;at amateurs in 
the Province. 

" Ou the 2i:b of Juno we made our 
initial attempt ut holding au athletic meet- 
ing, which although unfortunately marred 
by unforseen acoidenta, may be looked upon 
as fairly sucoessful for the firat attempt. 
Tho Victoria Driving Park waa chosen as 
the ground on which to hold tho meeting, 
and large eutriea were received for all the 
events from Victoria, Vancoover, Nanaimo, 
New Westniinater, Seattle and Portland. 
A greil day waa looked forward to, but 
unfortunately that greivt national disaster, 
the sinking of II. S. Victoria, happened 
the day before tho ine^-ting, which natur- 
ally kept away many apecLatora, as also 
the baud of the llagahip, which waa to have 
been heard for tlie first time, and would have 
been a great attraction. Then, again, the 
day turned out dull and rainy, the car ser- 
vice to the Driving I'ark broke down (as 
usual on such oeouaiony) an.l a counter at- 
traction in the shapu of tlio openirig of tlie 
new Protestant Orphans' Home, all tended 
to keep tho public away ; and although 
from an athletic ))oinn of view llit nietting 
wttB the best ever held in British Columbia, 
Cuaiieially it was a failure, and tho aaaoci- 
atiou found themselves some 5(15 out of 
pocket on the undertaking. It ia to he 
hoped that if wo attempt another meeting 
of the same kind we shall not have such a 
combination of reverses to contend against.

Flumerfclt for his generosity in presenting 
tho elub with the handsome challenge cup 
wliich boars his namo. The cup is com- 
peted for by four-oared crowa, und at I he 
lost regottft there were four crews entered 
for the race, which proved one of the most 
interesting of the day. The senior and 
junior scuiling racea produced some fine 
competition, being won by Mr. Soott and 
Mr. F. Maltandaino respeotively. Ibis 
year we introduoed a Navy race, for which 
nine boats faced the starter, with the result 
that a fine race waa witnessed. As the last 
race of the day we introduced another new 
feature in uquaticH, viz : an Indian war 
canoe race with white crews, A challenge 
was sent to tho Canoo Club and accepted, 
and after an exciting race our club won 
handsomely. The Canoo Club not being 
satisfied with their defeat challenged ua for 



a return race, and we accommodated Ihoni 
a fortnight later, and again beat them worse 
than before. Id may be said, therefore, 
that, wo hold the 'Amateur Siwash C.inoo 
Gliaiiipionship ' To wind up tho regatta a 
' II iiinel ' dance was held in the olub houae, 
which proved a very enjoyable finish to the 
day 'a success. 

" While on the aubjoet of rowing, we are 
pleased to ho able to inform you that we 
ahull aoon be in pnasesainn ot a firat-claea 
four-nared racing shell, which ia now on its 
way from England, built by Claaper. The 
want of this bo'jt has been felt for a long 
time, and our thanks are due to Mr. Lang- 
ley for his exeitions in the matter. To-day, 
wo are happy to Bay, a draft for the full 
payment ol boat hue been sent to the 
builder. Wo may remark that the amount 
was subscribed for, not only by members, 
bub by friends of the olub. Having this 
shell, we trust we shall hold ohampionship 
honors. 

" There seems to ba a genera] desire at 
present In Victoria to amalgamate all sports 
under one association, and a movemenc has 
been made in that direction by calling a 
meeting at the City Hall co discuss the mat- 
ter. Unfortunately ic ia oilled for the same 
evening ua our general meeting, and we have 
sent a letter of regret, oxpreaaing our ina- 
bility to bo represented. Tho orig- 
inal object of our association ia 'to en- 
courage athletics and physical improvement 
amongst amateurs in tho city of Victoria 
und vicinity,' and it hita been our chief 
anxiety that our assooiation should be the 
premier one of its kind in tho oity, and 
should be tho headquarters of all amateur 
sport. Wo cannot see much objection in 
tho conaideratiou of the scheme, though at 
preaeiit we are unablo to see in what way it 
can be satiafuetorily ucconiplialied. There 
can bo no doubt of our sympathy in tho mat- 
ter, and we shall readily join in any practi- 
cal scheme which will be advantageous to 
our uBsociatien , whose interests it shall 
alwaya be our pleaaure, duty anil earnest 
endeavor so to pronuite ua that ic may over 
occupy the leading position in amateur 
aport. A short tiiiic ago it was rumored 
tnut tho Canoo club were anxious to amal- 
gamate with ua, and our aecretary, on tho 
8lre--igth of tho rumor, coiiiuiuoioated with 
the secretary of that club proposing a meet- 
ing of the two coiiimiitcea, but up to the 
present no reply has been received."
